Wilmington mourns Mr. Chern 


Outpouring of affection for teacher/mentor 


WILMINGTON - Douglas 
Chernovetz, 42, of Lowell, 
known best as Mr. Chern by 
his students and colleagues, 
died unexpectedly in 
Littleton, New Hampshire on 
Sunday, August 7, while on a 
camping trip. His death has 
rocked the foundation of 
many students across 
Wilmington, and indeed the 
Merrimack Valley where he 
held a variety of coaching 
positions across _ several 
sports. 

“It’s a shock,” 
Superintendent Joanne 
Benton. “Here’s a young, 
healthy man who clearly was 
loved by his students and 
staff. The outpouring from 
the Wilmington community to 


said 


his family has been tremen- 
dous.” 

Counselors were available 
at the Wilmington Middle 
School last week as news 
spread quickly through the 
community. Chernovetz was 
a social studies teacher there 
for the last ten years. Prior to 
that he had worked at the 
Canterbury School in 
Connecticut for ten years. 

The reaction from most who 
heard the news was disbelief. 
In the days following his sud- 
den death a site developed on 
Facebook honoring his dedi- 
cation to his students and the 
impact he had on their lives. 
More than 1,120 people have 
joined that group, and the 
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Wilmington Middle School teacher Douglas Chernovetz 


passed away suddenly on August 7.

Driver arrested and charged with motor vehicle homicide 


WILMINGTON .- At 5:12 p.m. on 
Monday, troopers assigned to the 
Massachusetts State Police Barracks in 
Andover responded to calls reporting a 
rollover crash involving a box truck on 
Route 93 in Wilmington.

Luis Gasparico, 25, of Providence, R.I..

WILMINGTON - Selectmen unani- 
mously voted Monday to direct the town 
to cut down a dead pine tree on Lowell 
Street and charge it to the owner. 

Town Manager Michael

explained to Selectmen that the owner of 
the property at 275 Lowell Street has 
failed to remove a deceased pine tree on 
the property, even though the town has 
contacted him.

dogs, and - in general - dedi- 
cated to keeping dogs and 
their families together. 

“If I ever lost my dogs and 
people didn’t help me I don’t 
know what I’d do,” said 
Dineen. 

Kathy Fardy, an experi- 
enced and talented dog train- 
er, owner of Dogs Time in 
Billerica, has also been sig- 
nificantly involved in the 
search for Strummer. 

Residents have already 
reported seeing Strummer a 
number of times on the 
streets surrounding the 
MacGilvray’s Allgrove Road 
home. In the first 48 hours he 
was missing the family 
received at least ten reported 
sightings. Since then the 
number has waned, with a 
period of five days going with- 
out any sightings. He was last 
seen Sunday, August 7, 
around 10:00 p.m., in their 
neighborhood. 

Lost dogs often settle into 
patterns, staying in areas 
they are comfortable and 
moving mostly. at dawn and 
dusk. Sightings have been 


reported on Kajin Way, Great 
Neck Drive, and even Dadant 
Drive and North Street. 

“Essentially we’re trying to 
figure out his pattern,” 
Andrea told the Crier. .“We 
tried leaving food out where 
sightings are, even sprinkling 
flour to see the tracks.” 

However, without consistent 
sightings they do not want to 
leave food out and risk bring- 
ing wildlife into neighbor- 
hoods. 

According to Andrea, 
Strummer can be skittish and 
anxious at times. He bolted 
from his yard when the dog 
sitter let him out and then 
tried to leash him. For this 
reason, anyone who sees him 
should not attempt to 
approach him, but rather 
report the sighting immedi- 
ately. 

“We don’t want people to 
chase him, which could push 
him farther away, if he’s still 
in Wilmington. Just report 
the sightings,” said Andrea. 
“We don’t want to chase him 
all over and not be able to ge 
him.” .

High School told the Crier the 
teachers and staff were 
“shocked and horrified” by 
the suddenness of his passing. 

“It’s a huge loss to the 
Wilmington School 
Community. We are hoping to 
support his family,” said 
Benton. “My heart goes out to 
the Middle School.” 

Chernovetz was born in New 
Haven, CT, and was raised 
and educated in Bethany, CT.

out of their homes. AARP is suing

years, the assumption was that a 
borrower or heir would never owe 
more than the loan balance or the 
value of the house, whichever was 
less. A "clarification" or rule 
change in 2008 says that the home 
is subject to foreclosure at the 
death of the borrower if the heir 
(or even a spouse not on the mort- 
gage) can’t pay off the balance. 
Some couples, it seems, put only 
the older spouse on the mortgage, 
so as to increase the payments. In 
other cases, one spouse might have 
been too young to qualify or the

Wilmington

On January 10th, 1970, 
Firebird 91 disappeared on a 
mission in Vietnam. Four 
crew members were missing 
in action. Their names were 
Captain Herbert Crosby, of 
Fort Wayne, IN; Sgt Francis 
Graziosi, of Rochester, NY; 
WO5 George “Andy” Howes, 
from Knox, IN; and my 
friend, Sgt. Wayne Clause 
Allen from Tewksbury, MA. 

Exactly what happened on 
that day has never been dis- 
covered. Was it bad weather? 
They were flying in very bad 
weather that day. Was it 
mechanical failure, or was it 
enemy fire? To this day no 
one knows for sure. All we 
ever found out was Firebird 
91 was Missing in Action, with 
its entire crew. 

On August 4, 2011, the 
remains of WO5 George 
“Andy” Howes, was to be laid 
to rest at Arlington National 
Cemetery, in Arlington, VA, 
with full military Honors. 

I was invited to fly to 
Arlington to honor Andy in 
Wayne’s memory. It was an 
honor, which I undertook with 
a tremendous amount of 
pride. I flew to D.C. and 
stayed with about 24 other 
members .of the “Firebird 
Rattlers,” a division of the 
7ist Helicopter Assault 
Group. I learned so many 
things about them, their 
group, their friendship, and 
love, and above all about 
Wayne, and the crew of 
Firebird 91. 

I was fortunate to meet one 
of the crewmembers who flew 


-with Wayne and the Firebird 


Rattlers. He goes by the 
name “Ski,” which is short for 
his real name; “Wiklanski.” 
He was the Crew Captain, in 
the helicopter flying directly. 
behind Firebird 91 that day. 
His pilot was Capt. Mike 
Callahan, whom I also had 
the honor to meet. Ski was 
shot down five times in 
Vietnam. 

I met “George,” whose real 
name was John, but since he 
came from Georgia he was 
given the name “George.” 
George was supposed to fly 
with the ill-fated Firebird 91 


that day, but had Guard Duty, 
and so Wayne took his place. 
Need I say more, as to why 
George had to be there in 
D.C. for the memorial ser- 
vices? 

It was an extremely emo- 
tional weekend, and it was an 
experience that I had to tell 
about. There were things 
that happened - or should I 
say did not happen - when 
Wayne’s remains were 
returned in 1991. There were 
things that should have been 
done; things that - by not 
being done - left some heart- 
break along the way. But the 
story needs to be told, and 
told from someone who 
“knows the feeling.” 

I have to start from the 
beginning. In 1991, when 
Wayne’s remains were 
returned to Tewksbury, there 
was no “Patriot Guard,” nor 
“Rolling Thunder” (motorcy- 
cle riders who escort the 
remains). There was no 
tremendous outpouring of 
residents along the highways 
and roads, waving American 
Flags to honor Wayne. There 
was no parade, no band; in 
fact there was not even a 
mention of any significant 
information, to inform the 
town of his return, other than 
a short brief story. I attend- 
ed Wayne’s funeral with my 
other friend from Tewksbury, 
Rick, who not only lost his leg 
in Vietnam, serving with the 
Marines, but he also lost his 
brother Bobby Spires, serving 
with the U.S. Army in 
Vietnam, in 1968. We were 
hurt about what was missing! 
Wayne’s remains were 
returned at a time when the 
country still had a terrible 
attitude about the Vietnam 
Veterans, and just wanted to 
“push it into History and for- 
get about it!” Yes, that is 
what it was like, if you don’t 
believe it, then you weren’t 
there, or it didn’t affect you. 
But there’s more to this story. 
First, however, I want to tell 
the story of the “Firebirds,” 
and what happened after 
Firebird 91 went down. 

I met so many of the 
Firebird Rattlers, and they 
all told me the same story.

Not only is 
this irresponsible, but, it is a 
clear indication that the 
members that make up this 
committee are incompetent. 
Since then, it has been 
revealed that oil was discov- 
ered bubbling out of the 
ground during the test bor- 
ing. There is a sample col- 
lected and is now in the evi- 
dence room at the police sta- 
tion. Wilmington High School 
is built like a fortress not like 
the cheap metal studs and 
drywall schools that are 
being built today. Whether 
people want a new school, or 
not, it does not make 
sense to knock down a build- 
ing worth $30,000,000 that 
could generate revenue to the 
Town as a medical building, 
community college, or some 
other type of business that 
would generate income to 
lower taxes and maybe even 
stabilize our Town's finances 
against the upcoming 
employee pension fund crisis. 
In addition, the Town's ceme- 
tery has 1,540 plots remain- 
ing. This amount falls short 
of meeting even 7% of the 
Town's population. The prop- 
erty across the street on 
Wildwood is owned by the 
Town, has road frontage, is 
accessible, has sandy soil, is 
level and would address our 
cemetery needs. 


Unfortunately, our short 
sighted, narrow minded local 
government can't understand 
this. Wilmington High School, 
at one time, educated approx- 
imately 1200 students. The 
proposed new school is only 
being sized to educate 940 stu- 
dents. This illogical proposal 
is unsustainable especially 
with large tracts of land 
undeveloped like the old golf 
course on Chestnut street, the 
Sciarappa farm, and other 
various property around 
town. A couple 40B projects 
and substantial baby boomer 
elderly property transfers to 
young families with children 
would render their numbers 
massively inadequate. I hope 
the outraged, informed, wise 
Wilmington voters come out 
in droves to defeat any tax 
increase request and 
approval for such a misguid- 
ed proposal. This project 
should be stopped now and 
not another dollar wasted.

- It was the High School 
Building Committee, not the 
Permanent Building 
Committee, that voted for 


new construction on the 
Church Street site. 
Additionally, it should be 
noted that support for keep- 
ing the high school on its cur- 
rent site was overwhelming 
among residents attending 
numerous public meetings. 

- To vote on a preferred 
location prior to soil testing is 
standard practice and is not 
unusual or “irresponsible,” as 
the author suggests, in any 
way. Geo-technical studies, 
such as soil boring tests, are 
typically done during the 
schematic phase of the pro- 
ject, after the preferred site 
has been confirmed. 

- To say that oil was “discov- 
ered bubbling out of the 
ground” is_ categorically 
false. Water is pumped into 
the boring mechanism during 
the process, and as a result, 
water pours out of the ground 
during the process. That 
water may contain soil or 
other residuals from the bor- 
ings washed from the boring 
mechanism, and is not repre- 
sentative of the actual soil 
samples. Preliminary results 
of the borings will be present- 
ed to the High School 
Building Committee during 
its public meeting § on 
Thursday, August 18 - after 
this edition of the Crier has 
gone to print - and the pro- 
ject will proceed as necessary 
pending those results. 
However, it should be noted 
that multiple borings have 
been done in the past in order 
to establish the extent of the 
Activity Use Limitation 
(AUL), which resulted from 
heating oil spills that 
occurred underneath the 


existing school during the 
1980’s. | The expectation is 
that the AUL will not inter- 
fere with the proposed pro- 
ject from an environmental, 
engineering, or legal perspec- 
tive. 

- Regarding the author’s 
purported value of the cur- 
rent building at $30,000,000: 
the figure could not be veri- 
fied and the Crier is not 
aware of how the author 
arrived at that’ value. 
However, it should be noted 
that the author’s statement 
that the property could be 
used to generate revenue for 
the Town is difficult to sub- 
stantiate. The current site of 
Wilmington High School sits 
within an established 
Historical District and is 
zoned residential. It could 
not, without a two-thirds vote 
at Town Meeting, house a 
commercial business, such as 
a medical building. 
Furthermore, educational 
facilities and religious facili- 
ties are exempt from zoning, 
but so are they also exempt 
from having to pay property 
taxes, and so would not pro- 
vide any revenues to the 
town. 

- The number of available 
burial plots cited by the 
author includes the plots cur- 
rently designated, but addi- 
tional land within the ceme- 
tery, which has not yet been 
designated for plots, does 
exist.. Additionally, the Town 
has, as reported in prior edi- 
tions of the Crier, been look- 
ing to identify additional 
parcels of land for cemetery 
expansion.

Summer foods that may fight cancer 


Experts at Dana-Farber offer tips to fight cancer with your fork 


BOSTON - Summer is the 
perfect time to pick up pro- 
duce at the local farmer’s 
market. Still dewy from the 
field, these just-picked fruits 
and vegetables are fresh and 
full of nutrients that may 
lower the risk of cancer, 
according to nutrition experts 
at Dana-Farber Cancer 
Institute in Boston. 

Stephanie Meyers, RD, 
LDN, CNSD, a nutritionist at 
Dana-Farber, says it is impor- 
tant to think local when buy- 
ing fruits and vegetables in 
the summer. “The average 
fruit and vegetable travels fif- 
teen hundred miles to get to 
the supermarket,” says 
Meyers. “So if you’re buying 
produce that is grown practi- 
cally in your own backyard, 
there’s a much better chance 
of buying something that is at 
its peak nutritional value, 
which means it will have the 
most cancer fighting poten- 
tial.” The key, she says, is 
knowing what to look for. 

Color Your World 

“We know that the most 
effective way to fight cancer 
with nutrition is through a 
colorful plate,” says Meyers. 
Why? Because the pigments 
that provide the fruit or veg- 
etable with its rich color con- 
tain phytonutrients. These 
compounds help protect the 
plant and can be beneficial 
for humans. The thing to 
remember: the darker the 
color, the higher the cancer- 
fighting potential. 

Some of Meyer’s favorite 
summer foods include: 


Kale 

Broccoli 

Tomatoes 

Carrots 

Garlic 

Berries 

“K”olorful Kale and its 
Cruciferous Cousins 

“Kale is my top choice to 
buy at the farmer’s market 
because it’s rich in a phytonu- 
trient called indoles, which 
stimulate liver detoxification 
and help fight cancer,” says 
Meyers. Indoles are found in 
the rich, dark green color of 
kale. Other members of the 
cruciferous family include 
broccoli, cabbage and brussel 
sprouts. Meyers points out 
that people who have diets 
rich in these vegetables have 
been found to have lower inci- 
dences of lung. cancer, 
prostate cancer and stomach 
cancer. Kale that is cooked by 
steaming also may have cho- 
lesterol-lowering benefits. 

Tasty Tomatoes 

There is nothing like a ripe 
tomato right off the vine. 
While tomatoes are available 
year round in the supermar- 
ket, Meyers says in the sum- 
mer try to buy tomatoes 
locally at markets and farm 
stands, where they likely will 
be at their nutritional peak. 
“Tomatoes are a great sum- 
mer food because they are 
rich in a phytonutrient called 
lycopene, which has been 
associated with a reduced 
risk of prostate cancer,” 
explains Meyers. 

A tip for getting the most 
nutritional value from toma- 


toes is to make them into a 
sauce. The lycopene is best 
absorbed when the tomato is 
cooked. So Meyers recom- 
mends loading up on toma- 
toes at the local market, 
cooking them into a sauce, 
and either canning or freez- 
ing it in order to enjoy the 
nutritional properties year 
round. 

Orange Origins 

Carrots are another great 
choice at the farmer’s market 
because they are rich in a 
phytonutrient called 
carotenoids. “As little as two 
servings a day of carotenoids 
has been shown to reduce the 
risk of breast cancer and 
ovarian cancer,” says Meyers. 

What other foods are rich in 
carotenoid? Think orange. 

- Sweet potatoes, 

- Squash, like acorn and but- 
ternut 

- Pumpkin in early fall 

Meyers says that carotenoid 
in pill form does not have the 
same protective properties as 
carotenoids found in whole 
foods. In fact, that is true of 
many nutrients. To get the 
healthiest boost, Meyers says 
it is best to eat the food in its 
whole form. 

Gorgeous Garlic 

“Garlic is one of the things 
that people sometimes pass 
up at a local farmer’s market, 
but it’s a wonderful opportu- 
nity to buy fresh local,” advis- 
es Meyers. She points out that 
most of the garlic grown in 
the world is from China and 
with all the time needed to 


travel to the United States,

the nutrients degrade rapidly. 
“So we really want people to 
minimize the time between 
the field and the plate to get 
the most anti-cancer benefit,” 
stresses Meyers. In garlic it is 
a phytonutrient called allyl 
sulfides. 

“B” is for Better Health 
through Berries 

Berries in general are great. 
In the summer, look for 
strawberries, blueberries and 
raspberries. In the fall, cran- 
berries have their highest 
nutritional value. The red or 
blue pigment of the berry 
itself contains powerful 
antioxidants known as antho- 
cyanins. They protect the 
plant and in turn can protect 
humans - especially lowering 
risk for breast cancer sur- 
vivors. 

Meyers says eating local is 

one of the best nutritional 
things people can do to pro- 
tect themselves. She says 
above all, eat as much color 
as possible, and as soon after 
harvest, to get the most anti- 


cancer benefit.

Legislators respond to dangerous drivers 
Bill filed to limit the threat of habitual traffic offenders 


BOSTON - With the recent 
arrest of habitual traffic 
offender and road menace 
Paul Baran, Senate Minority 
Leader Bruce Tarr (R- 
Gloucester), House Minority 
Leader Brad) Jones (R-North 
Reading) and members of 
both the Senate and House 
GOP caucuses are taking leg- 
islative action to keep habitu- 
al offenders off the road. 
They have filed legislation 
that would provide the regis- 


trar of motor vehicles with . 


the tools to adequately punish 
convicted habitual traffic 
offenders with longer suspen- 
sions that could result in a 
lifetime license revocation for 
the worst violators. 

“Drivers who repeatedly 
violate the law after having 
their license revoked are not 
only abusing the system, they 


present in many cases a seri- 
ous threat to public safety. 
The registrar and other offi- 
cials need the tools to keep 
such drivers off the road for 
more than four years at a 
time, and this legislation will 
provide them,” said Senator 
Tarr. 

“In light of recent events, 
this legislation must be 
moved now,” said 
Representative Jones. “The 
public can no longer be put in 
danger by these drivers who 
should clearly not be on the 
road. By providing stronger 
tools to state and local offi- 
cials, hopefully we will pre- 
vent any further tragedies of 
this magnitude.” 

Current law defines a habit- 
ual traffic offender as some- 
one who has been convicted 
of three enumerated offenses

has committed 12 other gen- 
eral traffic offenses carrying 
a license suspension of 30 
days or more. The caucus bill 
would create a tiered system 
of suspensions for habitual 
traffic offenders by adding to 
the existing habitual offender 
law two new categories, level 
2 and level 3, with progres- 
sively increasing periods of 
license revocation. 
Specifically, the bill would: 
- increase the minimum 
period for license revocation 
for a first-time habitual traf- 
fic offender from 4 to 5 years; 
- create a level 2 habitual 
traffic offender classification 


for individuals .who have 
already had their license 
revoked for being a habitual 
offender, making them sub- 
ject to a second revocation 
from 5 to 15 years; 

- create a level 3 habitual 
traffic offender classification 
that provides a potential life- 
time ban for offenses for 
more serious repeat offenders 
who have had previous sus- 
pensions; and 

- provide the registrar of 
motor vehicles the authority 
to attach terms and condi- 
tions as the registrar deems 
necessary if and when return- 
ing a license to any level 
habitual traffic offender. 

The bill’s sponsors are also 
offering the opportunity for 
their Democratic colleagues 
to co-sponsor the legislation. 

“Protecting public safety 
transcends party lines, and 
we need a collaborative effort 
to strengthen this law as soon 
as possible,” said Tarr.

How can college students 
avoid credit hassles? 


As hundreds of thousands of 
parents send their kids off to 
college in the coming 
months, many of them will be 
wondering if it marks the last 
time their children will be 
living under their roofs. 

According to a study con- 
ducted by Twentysomething 
Inc., a consultant firm spe- 
cializing in young adults, 85 
percent of the class of 2011 
will wind up moving back in 
with mom and dad once they 
get their degrees. The cause? 
A combination of a shrinking 
entry level job market and 
crushing college loan debt. 

“The average student accu- 
mulates over $23,000 in stu- 
dent loan debt and $4,000 in 
credit card debt during their 
years aS an undergraduate 
student,” said Gabe 
Albarian, a former college 
student who avoided his own 
credit crisis during his col- 
lege years by following the 
advice he offers in Financial 
Swagger (www.financial- 
swagger.com), a guide for 
young people who want to 
escape the pitfalls of credit 
disaster. “All these stats basi- 
cally tell the same story: our 
next generation of college 
graduates will enter the next 
phases of their lives in a per- 
sonal finance hell composed 
of a combination of crushing 
debt and poor credit.” 

But it doesn’t have to be 
that way. Albarian has com- 
posed a few tips aimed 
specifically at helping those 
who are just entering college 
or about to graduate estab- 
lish and keep a good credit 
rating. They include: 

+ New Credit Cards - Credit 
card companies love to ham- 
mer new students and new 
graduates with seemingly 
generous offers of unsecured 
credit cards. Don’t take the 
bait. There are other ways to 
establish credit without open- 
ing yourself up to the slip- 
pery slope of introductory 
interest rates that change 
after 6 months or the tempta- 
tion to use that credit to live 
above your means. 

- Authorized Users - If your 
parents are financially 
responsible (not always the 
case) and pay their bills on 
time every month, I suggest 
that you be added as an 
authorized user on their 
credit card. Make sure to 
provide your personal infor- 
mation and social security 
number to the credit card 
company so that your credit 
history report will reflect 
transactions performed on 
this account. In about six 


months, after you’ve learned 
with the authorized user 
training wheels how to man- 
age your credit reliably and 
maintained a_ responsible 
payment history, you will 
receive your own credit card 
offers. 

- Secured Credit Card - The 
temptation will be to apply 
for an unsecured credit card, 
but that’s still not wise or 
necessary to establish good 
credit and good habits. 
Instead, apply for a secured 
credit card at your local 
bank. With a secured credit 
card, you place a nominal 
amount of money in a sav- 
ings account that cannot be 
withdrawn as it is used as 
recourse to pay back your 
debts in case you do not pay 
them yourself. In essence, 
your spending limit on your 
secured card is exactly the 
amount you place in the 
linked savings account - 
hence, your debt is secured 
by the money in your 
account. Just like a normal 
credit card, you will receive a 
monthly statement to pay off 
a portion or all of your debts 
but meanwhile your payment 
history will be reported to the 
credit bureaus. Within 
months you will receive 
offers for other unsecured 
credit cards. It’s not neces- 
sary to have more credit 
cards than you need, because 
not only will it present temp- 
tation, but it may also lower 
your credit rating. 

“The bottom line here ‘is 
that once you have use of a 
credit card, you want to pay 
your bills on time, keep your 
balances low, don’t take on 
more credit than you need 
and if you’ve missed a pay- 
ment you should get current 
and stay current,” he added. 
“Good credit can be your best 
financial friend as you go 
through life and bad credit 
can be the ball and chain 
that drags you down.”

WOBURN- A Salem, NH 
man has been indicted on a 
charge of first degree murder 
in connection with the previ- 
ously unsolved and decades- 
old homicide of John Joseph 
McCabe, Middlesex District 
Attorney Gerry Leone 
informed the public recently. 

Michael Ferreira, 57, of 
Salem, NH, was indicted on 
Friday, August 12, by a 
Middlesex grand jury on one 
count of first degree murder. 
The defendant was also indict- 
ed on May 26 on one count of 
perjury for lying to the Grand 
Jury. 

An arraignment date has not 
yet been set. 

Two additional defendants 
have been charged in connec- 
tion with the murder. Edward 
Allen Brown, 59, of 
Londonderry, NH, was 
charged with one count of 
manslaughter. Walter Shelley, 
60, of Tewksbury, was charged 
with one count of first degree 
murder and one count of 
intimidation of a witness. 

According to authorities, at 
approximately 9:45 a.m. on 


September 27, 1969, Lowell 
Police responded to a vacant 
field off Maple Street in Lowell 
for reports of the discovery of 
a male victim, obviously 
deceased. 

The victim, identified as 15 
year-old John Joseph McCabe, 
of Tewksbury, was bound with 
rope, with his eyes and mouth 
taped shut. 

Authorities launched an 
immediate investigation into 
the circumstances of the 

. It was determined 
that McCabe disappeared 
after leaving a dance at the 
Knights of Columbus in 
Tewksbury and was reported 
missing by his parents hours 
later when he did not return 
home. 

Due to recent evidentiary 
developments, coupled with a 
4i-year investigation, the 
three defendants _ were 
charged. It is alleged that 
Shelley, Ferreira and Brown 
were all involved in abducting 
the victim, holding him in a 
car against his will on 
September 27, 1969, where 
they assaulted him, and subse-

quently bound and gagged him 
in such a way that it led to his 
death. 

It is alleged that Shelley 
drove the car to the vacant 
field on Maple Street in Lowell 
and that the defendants left 
the victim in the field, where 
he died alone. 

The cause of death was 
determined to be asphyxia due 
to strangulation. 

Arrest warrants for the three 
defendants were issued on 
April 14, 2011. Brown and 
Shelley were arraigned in 
Lowell District Court on April 
15 before Judge Tobin Harvey. 
Shelley was ordered held on 
$500,000 cash bail. Brown was 
released on personal recog- 
nizance. Ferreira was 
arraigned that afternoon in 
Exeter District Court in New 
Hampshire on the fugitive 
from justice warrant and was 
ordered held on $500,000 cash 
bail. He was arraigned on 
April 19 in Lowell District 
Court where Judge Michael 
Brooks ordered the defendant 
held on $500,000 cash bail. 
Ferreira’ was _ previously 


charged with murder in 
Juvenile Court, but was moved 
to District Court following a 
Judge’s ruling. He was 
arraigned in Lowell District 
Court on July 22 where Judge 
Thomas Brennan ordered the 
defendant held without bail. 
Shelley was indicted on May 
26 and arraigned in Lowell 
Superior Court on June 21 


‘ where Judge John Lu ordered 


the defendant held on $500,000. 

Brown was also indicted on 
May 26 and arraigned in 
Lowell Superior Court on June 
28 where Judge John Lu 
ordered him held on $1,000. 

These charges are allega- 
tions and the defendants are 
presumed innocent until 
proven guilty. The investiga- 
tion is ongoing. 

This case was investigated 
by The Lowell Police 
Department, The Tewksbury 
Police Department, and The 
Massachusetts State Police 
Detectives assigned to the 
Middlesex District Attorney’s 
Office with assistance from 
the Salem, New Hampshire 
Police Department.

Three locals help 
Night Owls advance

With a sports tradition built 
on pride and toughness, a 
Tewksbury athlete can 
always be counted onto con- 
tribute to any team in any sit- 
uation, bringing the positive 
attitude, mental toughness 
and athletic ability that 
seems ingrained in so many 
of our local athletes. 

The latest proof of a 
Tewksbury athlete’s ability to 
take his talents elsewhere 
occurred recently in the 
North Shore Baseball League 
(NSBL) where three 
Tewksbury residents, includ- 
ing two Tewksbury High 
graduates helped lead their 
team to the playoffs and a 
first round win over a favored 
opponent. 

Mike Ferriero a _ 2008 
Tewksbury High graduate, 
along with 2010 graduate 
Manny Cabral and fellow 
Tewksbury resident Brendan 
Stokes a 2010 graduate of 
Northeastern _—_ University, 
helped lead the Kingston 
Night Owls to the NSBL play- 
offs where their fifth seeded 
squad upset fourth seeded 
North Andover in the best of 
three first round series. 

While the three players and 
their Night Owl teammates 
were eliminated in the next 
round by a Peabody team 
that has won three of the last 
four league championships, it 
was a season that none of 
them will ever forget and one 
that they are looking forward 
to trying to improve on next 
season. 

Along with the players on 
the field there was also a 
local connection in the 
dugout with assistant coach 
Frank Ferriero helping to 
lead the team to their success 
this season. 

The elder Ferriero, who 
when he is not coaching is 
the Principal of the North 
Intermediate School in 
Wilmington, has coached at 
one level or another for many 
years, including several years 
at the AAU level so he knows 
a good thing when he sees it 
from a coaching perspective. 

And coaching this team 
along with his good friend 
and former roommate at 
Bentley College, head coach 
Paul Sartori was definitely a 
good thing both for him and 
the _ players. This was 
Ferriero’s second year with 
the team. 

“Paul is a great coach, a 
great confidence builder,” 
Ferriero said. “Paul is a 
great coach for these guys to 
be playing for. Baseball is his 
life and he passes that on to 
the players without ever 
being negative toward them.” 

Of course there were not a 
lot of negatives for any of the 
local players this season, as 
Mike Ferriero was one of the 
team’s top hitters with a .350 
batting average and four 
home runs, while Cabral sta- 
bilized what had had been a 
shaky catching position for 
the Night Owls and Stokes 
played some excellent third 
base for the team before mov- 
ing across the diamond to 
first base when .a teammate 
was injured. 

For Ferriero, the 2008 Town 
Crier Male Athlete of the 
Year, playing with the Night 
Owls has given him the 
opportunity to continue his 


baseball career although he 
is no longer playing at 
Bentley University as he 
devotes more time to his stud- 
ies in preparation for his 
senior year. 

“That’s the main reason I 
like playing on this team, 
because it allows me to keep 
playing,” Ferriero said. “It’s 
a very competitive league so 
I look forward to the summer 
and being able to play 
against a lot of these guys.” 

Indeed the NSBL, which 
plays a 24 game summer 
schedule is filled with talent- 
ed players. The rosters for 
most teams are littered with 
college players including 
many Division 1 stars, as well 
as several players who have 
been affiliated with Major 
League teams. 

This season was Ferriero’s 
second with the Night Owls 
and while he loved it last 
year, this season was a little 
more special with the addi- 
tion of a couple of fellow 
Tewksbury residents. 

While the three played did 
not play much together in 
high school, with Ferriero 
being a couple of years ahead 
of Cabral and Stokes trans- 
ferring to the Middlesex 
School in Concord after his 
freshman year, Ferriero loved 
having the new players along 
not just for their Tewksbury 
roots, but for what they 
brought to the field) ~~~ 

“It was great having them 
on the team,” Ferriero said. 
“I had never played with 
Brendan and after coming to 
us from Northeastern he was 
such a huge help to us. He 
had such a good bat. 

“And Manny was terrific. 
He is going to do great in col- 
lege. I had not really seen 
him play before he started 
with us, but he was a good 
catcher and a great hitter. 
He is also just a great kid.” 


Cabral also appreciated the 
opportunity to play with 
Stokes and Ferriero, particu- 
larly Ferriero whom he had 
watched closely while at 
Tewksbury High. 

“It was really cool to play 
with him,” Cabral said. “He 
was a junior when I was just 
a freshman, so I always sort 
of looked up to him, so it was 
cool to get to ply a whole 
summer with him.” 

While Cabral and Stokes 
were just in their first year 
with the club this season, it 
did not take them long to 
appreciate the quality of play 
in the NSBL. 

For Cabral, who will begin 
his sophomore year at 
Northern Essex in a few 
weeks, the summer season 
provided a great way to stay 
sharp in preparation for fall 
practices which will be start- 
ing shortly. 

“It really does help keep you 
sharp,” Cabral said. I was 
surprised with the level of 
competition.. I played in the 
Yawkey League last year and 
not to put that league down or 
anything, but this league was 
much more competitive. It 
was a _ great experience. 
Playing in a league like that 
will definitely help me in col- 
lege.” 

Even Stokes, who has seen 
some of the best college play- 
ers in the country at Division 
1 Northeastern, had an 
appreciation for his oppo- 


nents and teammates. 

“Some of the pitchers are 
pretty comparable to what 
you see in Division 1, and 
some of the“position players 
are very good too,” Stokes 
said. “There are a lot of good 
players on each team.” 

Coach Ferriero knows that 
there were also plenty of 
good players on his Night 
Owls team and he knows that 
three of the best were the 
local connection, as each 
player played a role in the 
team’s success this season.

Dan Vassallo, a member of 
the race committee, who 
also has a long history of 
winning road races and 
marathons, has offered a 
guideline to those people 
who plan on running in this 
year’s half marathon in 
Wilmington: 

It’s hard to believe that 
there is just over a month to 
go until the Wilmington 
Half-Marathon and 5K. 
Sunday, September 25 will 
be here in no time, and I 
hope that by following the 
training plan in this column, 
you feel you will be pre- 
pared for it. This week and 
next week you will observe 
two more increases in 
mileage, and while this hap- 
pens, you should listen to 
your body to prevent injury, 
anemia, or other maladies. 
After those two weeks, it is 
time to coast into the race 
with some fast intervals and 


some sharpening. 

This week’s training basic 
is the interval workout. I 
find these to be the least 
fun, because if you are not 
fatigued at the end of inter- 
val training, you are not 
doing it right. A good way 
to sap productivity in the 
workplace is to do an inter- 
val workout in the morning. 
But interval workouts help 
build quickness and efficien- 
cy in your legs, and they 
help your system become 
more effective in pushing it 
to its physical limit. When 


training for a_half- 
marathon, intervals will 
also make your _half- 


marathon pace feel easy. 
This time around, your pace 
for your repeats should be 
close to your fastest 5K 
time. If you can run 8:00 per 
mile in a 5K, your repeat 
miles should be at 8:00, and 
your rest should be 4:00. 
Similarly, if you can run 5:00 
per mile in a 5K, your 
repeat miles should be at 
5:00 and your rest should be 
2:30. I suggest doing these 
workouts at a track, as 
accuracy and flat ground 
are essential to get these 
done correctly. It is also 
recommended to jog lightly 
during your rest intervals so 
you don’t tighten up. 

Week Starting August 22nd 
(5 weeks before race): 

To Finish: Monday - 5 
miles easy; Tuesday - 5 
miles (1 warmup, Interval 
workout: 3 x mile at 5K 
pace, rest in between should 
be half the duration of the 
hard interval - see above, 1 


cooldown); Wednesday - 2-3 
miles very easy; Thursday - 
6 miles, Friday - day off; 
Saturday - 9 miles (5 easy, 3 
at half-marathon pace, 1 
easy); Sunday - 6 miles. 
Total: 32-33 miles. 

To Perform: Monday - 6 
miles easy; Tuesday - 8 
miles (2 warmup, Interval 
workout: 4 x mile at 5K 
pace, rest in between should 
be half the duration of the 
hard interval, as above, 2 
easy); Wednesday - 5 miles 
very easy; Thursday - 8 
miles easy; Friday - day off; 
Saturday - 10 miles (5 easy, 
4 at half-marathon race 
pace, 1 easy); Sunday - 8 
miles. Total: 45 miles. 

To Compete: Monday - 8 
miles easy; Tuesday - 10 
miles (2 warmup, interval 
workout: 5 x mile at 5K 
pace, rest as above, 2 easy); 
Wednesday - 7 miles; 
Thursday - 9 miles; Friday - 
day off; Saturday - 14 miles 
(6 easy, 6 at half-marathon 
race pace, 2 easy); Sunday - 
10 miles. Total: 58 miles. 

Remember as always to 
listen to your body, keep 
your eyes on the prize as 
race day closes in, and pick 
up next week’s Town Crier 
for next week’s schedule.

North Reading resident 
Dick Gerardi was one of the 
original members of a 
group that helped bring the 
Thomson Country Club to 
town from Nahant 50 years 
ago, and he loves telling the 
story of how the move came 
about. 

“You have to realize, 
back then people weren’t 
moving to North’ Reading, 
they were leaving town,” 
said Gerardi. “I heard that

According to a history of 
the organization compiled 
by Gerardi and provided to 
Middlesex East newspapers, 
the Thomson Country Club 
was founded on October 4, 
1910, as the ‘Thomson Club’ 
to bring together superviso- 
ry and professional person- 
nel employed at the General 
Electric Company in Lynn. 
The name was selected in 
Honor of Dr. Elihu 
Thomson, the founder of the 
Lynn Works of the General 
Electric Company. Today 
G.E. employment is not 
required for membership. 
The Club was located in 
Lynn until 1945 when the 
Nahant Tennis Club proper- 
ty in Nahant was acquired 
to provide additional facili- 
ties for Thomson Club mem- 
bers. 
As the membership grew 
in the post-war years, with 
new requirements for more 
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activities, the decision was 
made’*to sell the Nahant 
facility and the search for 
more land for a better facil- 
ity was initiated. On August 
30, 1961, 196 acres of land 
was purchased in North 
Reading. 

“I remember seeing in 
the Lynn Item that the Club 
was looking to move,” said 
Gerardi. “I brought the

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THOMSON CLUB purchases new 
country club site.

parlor). From there, Nick 
must dodge both cops and 
crooks while working out 
his personal problems. The 
film has moments of absurd

The story seems headed 
toward one resolution but 
then shifts gears and takes 
off in a dizzying new direc- 
tion.

remake of the original 
“Planet of the Apes” turned 
out to be a flop with both 
audiences and critics, no 
one could blame fans of 
being wary of the latest 
installment of the long-run- 
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ning science fiction series. 

“Rise of the Planet of the 
Apes” is a prequel to the 
series, and it could be the 
surprise of the summer - a 
well-crafted, thoughtful film 
that will challenge the 
mind, while also thrilling 
the senses with its action 
and battle scenes. 

“Rise” is a great addition 
to the series’ legacy and one 
of Hollywood’s better pre- 
quel films to date. The 
movie actually makes you 
excited about the prospect 
of future installments, and 
that's something that could- 
n’t be said of any of the pre- 
vious films, including the 
1968 original. 

Set in present day, before 
apes have taken the world 
from the grasp of humanity, 
the film stars James Franco 
as Will Rodman, a genetic 
Scientist on the cusp of 
developing a new drug that 
could cure Alzheimer’s - a 
disease that his father 
(John Lithgow) suffers 
from. But when a successful 
trial of the drug on a prom- 
ising test chimp results in 
an unexpected accident, the 
project is shut down and the 
lab’s remaining chim- 
panzees ordered euthanized. 

One of the chimps has 
unknowingly left behind an 
infant, which Will takes 
home and raises as his own. 
Baby Caesar (Andy Serkis) 
begins showing incredible 
signs of intelligence, leading 
Will to believe that he’s 
inherited the benefits of the 
drug from his mother. But 
he’s still a chimp at heart, 
and after Caesar attacks a 
human while trying to pro- 
tect Will’s father, the gov- 
ernment locks him up in a 
primate shelter, only to see 
Caesar to assume leader- 
ship over the other locked- 
up apes and start a revolu- 
se KLanweal 

Most of the audience 
knows the 
already - that the apes 
inherit the earth. But the 
true strength of the film is 
how well it carries us to that 
point. 

Director Rupert Wyatt 
expertly shows Caesar’s 
journey from test chimp to 
ape leader, and this tale is 
far more interesting than 
you would expect, thanks to 
the talent of Andy Serkis 
(who in the past has played 
digital characters like 
Gollum and King Kong). 

James Franco may be 
the star of the movie, but 
it's Serkis who will receive 
all the accolades, because 
his performance as Caesar 
is so good. It’s amazing to 
see what Serkis can convey 
to the viewer without saying 
a word, and though Caesar 
is completely digital, he’s 
the most identifiable char- 
acter in the film. 

This may be one of the 
last big films to hit theaters 
this summer, but it has been 
worth the wait.

Part mystery, part sci-fi, 
and part Western, ‘Cowboys 
and Aliens’ is a film that 
entertains, even when it

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potential. 

The plot is this: The year 
is 1875, and the setting is the 
New Mexico Territory. A 
stranger (Daniel Craig) 
with no memory of his past 
stumbles into the hard 
desert town of Absolution. 
What he discovers is that 
the people of Absolution 
don't welcome strangers, 
and nobody makes a move 
on its streets unless ordered 
to do so by the iron-fisted 
Colonel Dolarhyde 
(Harrison Ford). It's a town 
that lives in fear. 

But Absolution is about 
to experience fear it can 
scarcely comprehend as the 
desolate city is attacked by 
marauders from the sky. 
Now, the stranger they 
rejected is their only hope 
for salvation. As this gun- 
slinger slowly starts to 


‘remember who he is and 


where he's been, he realizes 
he holds a secret that could 
give the town a fighting 
chance against the alien 
force. 

The effects are solid 
throughout the film (there’s 
no 3D gimicks here). The 
chemistry between Olivia 
Wilde as the love interest, 
Craig, and Ford works for 
the most part, though the 
film drags a bit when the 
story resembles a straight- 
up Western, as opposed to a 
sci-fi movie. The fresh take 
of the film is another plus, 
as the problems of killing 
massive (and quick) aliens 
with the light weaponry 
available in the Old West is 
featured front and center. 
There are also a fair 
amount of strong jokes, 
adding the unexpected ele- 
ment of comedy to the mix. 

Director Jon Favreau's 
approach to the western set- 
ting helps set "Cowboys & 
Aliens" apart from standard 
action/adventure fare. Both 
Craig and Ford display 
matinee-idol toughness, and 
their shared screen time is 
a real plus for the film. 

The aliens are depicted 
as violent parasites, and the

“On the national level, the 
disorder is getting more atten- 
tion. Actor Colin Farrell, who 
has a child with Angelman’s 
Syndrome, has spoken out 
about the condition during tel- 
evision appearances...

“However, as fund-raising 
continues, some research is 
ongoing at Children’s Hospital 
and Harvard University.

(Methuen, Mass.) led four 
members of the UMass Lowell 
men's and women's track and 
field teams who were named 
to the 2011 U.S. Track and 
Field and Cross Country 
Coaches Association (USTFC- 
CCA) All-Academic Teams, 
released Monday. 

MacDonald, who is still eli- 
gible for one indoor and one 
outdoor season, joined senior 
Lauren Raimondi (East 
Longmeadow, Mass.) and 
FRESHMEN KARIE 
JUDGE (TEWKSBURY, 
MASS.) and Elisabeth Monty 
(Charlton, Mass.) on the 
teams. 

To qualify for the USTFCC- 
CA All-Academic teams, stu- 
dent-athletes must have com- 
piled a cumulative grade point 
average of 3.25 and have met 
an NCAA automatic or provi- 
sional qualifying mark in an 
individual or relay event in 
either indoor or outdoor sea- 
sons.

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coach is Lynnfield native Hank DeSantis

It may still be summer, but it,s always basketball season for 
Lynnfield native and new North Reading High School girls, bas- 
ketball coach Hank DeSantis. The good news for this eager coach 
is that in less than 15 weeks the high school girls, basketball sea- 
son officially begins and he can get to work imparting the values 
of the sport he loves to a new generation of Hornet athletes. 

NRHS Athletic Director Dave Johnson said DeSantis accepted 
the position this summer to lead the Lady Hornets starting in the 
2011-12 season. He replaces Karla Sullivan, who decided to step 
down at the end of the school year after five years as the team,s 
head coach. 

. Sullivan ended her career on a high note by leading the 
Hornets to a state tourney berth in the 2011 Div. 3 North tourna- 
ment with a team featuring two Cape Ann League All-League 
players on the roster: senior captain Kirsten Morrison and junior 
Lauren Hebert. It marked her team,s third state tournament 
appearance during her tenure. Her teams in 2007 and 2010 also 
qualified for the post-season. 

DeSantis comes to North Reading from Newton North High 
School, a Division 1 girls, program he headed for three successful 
seasons. DeSantis said he amassed 45 wins and three consecutive 
state tournament appearances, including five tournament game 
victories, at Newton North. 

In his second season at Newton North, his team was seeded 
sixth out of 22 in the 2010 Division 1 South tournament with a 17-3 
record. They advanced to the tournament semifinals against 
Durfee, after defeating both Franklin and Whitman-Hansen, to 
finish the season 19-4 overall. 

This past winter they were seeded 17th (11-9) in the tournament 
and defeated Plymouth South in the preliminary round. They fell 
to undefeated New Bedford (20-0), the No. 1 seeded team, which 
went on to win the Div. 1 South title at 24-0. New Bedford lost in 
the state semifinals to the eventual state champs, Andover. 

DeSantis has turned his love of the sport of basketball and 
mentoring young athletes into his full-time profession, and he is 
excited to bring his expertise to North Reading High School. 

“There is a lot of talent that will be coming up at both the high 
school and younger levels,” he said, adding, that he is looking for- 
ward to “continuing the work the previous coaching staff has done 
and hopefully generating some excitement within the youth pro- 
gram as well.” 

Prior to coaching at Newton North, DeSantis coached college 
men,s basketball for 10 years at Suffolk, Tufts, Northeastern and 


Lasell, between 1997 to 2006. He was also an assistant coach at 


Melrose High School from 1997 to 2000 and a volunteer assistant 
coach at Watertown High School for the 2008-09 season. 
Since 2009 his full-time profession has been Director of the 


overnight and day camps, runs specialty camps and clinics as well 
as skills and fundamentals clinics, conducts clinics for travel pro- 
grams and AAU clubs, and manages player showcases for scouts. 

Through Hoop Mountain, DeSantis also coaches several 
Massachusetts Huskies Girls AAU basketball teams. This past 
year he coached the 9th grade Elite team and the 7th grade White 
and Blue Metrowest teams. Although his basketball coaching 
career has taken him all around New England and the country, 
the “basketball community” itself is relatively small, he said. For 
instance, as a result of the youth clinics he runs, he has crossed 
paths with North Reading girls, youth basketball coach Larry 
Dysart whose involvement with the North Reading Youth 
Basketball community dates back to the late 1970s. 

DeSantis has even coached one of his future North Reading 
stars. “I actually coached Lauren Hebert when she was in seventh 
grade. She was good back then and she,s doing really good things 
now, so that,s awesome to see,” DeSantis commented. Hebert, 
who will be a senior in the upcoming season, has played a crucial 
role on the varsity team since her freshman year. In addition to 
earning CAL All-League status as a junior, she was also the team,s

Maintaining a gym 


Students often find middle school or high 
school is their first foray into a structured 
physical education class that requires chang- 
ing into a gym uniform or workout clothing. 
With this comes the responsibility of outfitting 
and maintaining another locker on campus. 

A gym locker is different from a regular 
hallway locker in that it is often smaller and 
less frequently used. While some students may 
have gym every day of the week, others might 
have it two or three times a week. Even if it is 
visited daily, it's only during the one gym peri- 
od. 


Gym lockers can be breeding grounds for 
some unsavory things, including bacteria, 
fungi and odor. That's because they store cloth- 
ing that is often damp from perspiration in 
tight quarters. It also may be easy for lice or 
bed bugs to spread through the close contact of 
gym lockers. 

Students can ensure their belongings ‘are 
safe and secure by following a few safety and 
hygiene practices. 

* Find out the wardrobe policy. Some 
schools require an issued uniform. Many oth- 
ers indicate the use of T-shirts, shorts of a spe- 
cific length and sweatpants. There also may be 
requirements on footwear. Stock up on these 
items so you'll have a few changes of clothes as 
necessary. 

* If a combination lock has not been issued 
to you, purchase one to keep items safe. While 
potential thieves may not be interested in dirty 
socks or gym shorts, they may be interested in 
the digital devices, watches, clothing, and 
other items stored in gym lockers while you're 
participating in gym class. 

* Keep toiletries, such as antiperspirant, 
powder, sanitary pads, soap, shampoo (if there 
are showers), and a pair of water-resistant san- 
dals handy. 

* Because many microscopic organisms 
breed with warmth and moisture, something 
that is often in abundance in locker rooms, 
investing in some antibacterial spray, a desci- 


~ eant product that absorbs moisture and an air 


freshener can keep your locker more sanitary. 
* Depending on how dirty gym clothes 
become, you'll want to bring them home at 
least once a week for laundering. Take dirty 
socks home daily because they can fester 
inside of the locker. 
* A large zipper-top bag or a recycled gro-

* Be aware that the locker room floor may 
be teeming with bacteria, so avoid changing 
with bare feet on the ground. 

The locker room can dredge up feelings of 
inadequacy and embarrassment when chang- 
ing in front of fellow students. Once you have 
all of your supplies set, keep in mind some 
locker room etiquette. 

* Respect personal space and take turns so 
that you. have adequate room for changing 
comfortably. 

* Keep your eyes to yourself. Be sure your 
eyes are at eye level with others. Nothing elic- 
its feelings of anger or embarrassment faster 
that a student catching another student check- 
ing out a naked or nearly naked body. Few peo- 
ple feel comfortable in such situations, so 
respect privacy. 

* Change clothes in stages. Take off a shirt 
and replace it with another. The same can be 
said for shorts and pants. Avoid prancing 
around in undergarments. 

* Be quick about changing. Don't dally in 
the locker room. This way if someone wants a 
little more privacy, most of the students will 
have cleared out. 

Keep in mind that these formative years are 
times when your body and the bodies of other 
students are changing at a great pace. Locker 
rooms tend to make even the most self-secure 
person a little modest.

things look fresh. Unless a 
child has entirely outgrown 
pants and shirts from last 
year, chances are there will be 
a number of pieces that are 
still usable and appropriate.

NBA World Championship title. “I was the assistant (coach) when 
he played at Northeastern so that was pretty cool from my per- 
spective to know somebody who has evolved as much as he has 
and who has won an NBA Championship,” DeSantis told the 
Transcript. 

Barea played for Northeastern as a freshman, sophomore and 
junior, DeSantis said. He has been with the Mavericks since 2006 
and he is only the seventh player of Puerto Rican descent to play 
in the NBA. i 

Barea was also the starting point guard on the Puerto Rican 
national team, which won a silver medal in the 2007 Pan American 
Games, and he won two gold medals at the 2006 and 2010 Central 
American and Caribbean Games, also with the Puerto Rican 
national team. 

The coaching philosophy DeSantis embraces emphasizes the 
development of the whole person, not just a player,s athletic 
prowess. “I would consider myself a teacher because I,m not only 
teaching basketball and basketball skills, but I,m also teaching 
life skills,” he said. 

DeSantis is also no stranger to the Cape Ann League and its 
competitive basketball tradition. He is a 1990 graduate of 
Lynnfield High School where he was a member of Pioneer basket- 
ball teams that were competitive in the league as well as at the 
state tournament level. 

He went on to play basketball at Southern New Hampshire 
University, but was sidelined by injuries in his sophomore year. 
He holds a bachelor’s degree in international business from SNHU 
and an MBA from Suffolk University. 

Whether he,s coaching young men destined to become future 
NBA champions or young girls starting out on the AAU youth cir- 
cuit, DeSantis has learned there is not a big difference between 
coaching girls and boys.

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Information on high 
school sports seasons 


Participation in high 
school sports programs is a 
favorite activity among many 
high school students. In many 
instances, scholastic sports 
seasons mirror the schedules 
of professional sports leagues, 
although the school seasons 
are often shorter. 


Thousands of students par- 
ticipate in the different athlet- 
ic programs offered by 
schools every year. The follow- 
ing scholastic sports schedule 
applies to most school dis- 
tricts, but athletes in waiting 
might want to consult their 
local school just to be sure. 


Football: Just like the NFL, 
football tends to be a fall/win- 
ter sport. The season may 
begin shortly after the start of 
school and last through 
November. 


Baseball: This is a spring 
sport that will start around 
late March or early April and 
continue through the rest of 
the school year.
